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INTRODUCTION 

This  booklet  is  for  you,  the  parent  of  a  child  with  handicapping 
conditions.   It  was  prepared  by  the  Parent  Community  Liaison  Program  of 
the  Division  of  Special  Education  and  Project  ROPO  (Reach  Out  to  Parents 
Office)  of  the  Division  of  High  Schools.   The  need  for  this  handbook 
emerged  as  we  met  with  you  from  time  to  time  at  parent  and  community 
organizations  where  we  shared  ideas,  feelings  and  sometimes  apprehensions. 
We  hope  the  booklet  will  provide  some  answers  to  the  many  questions  raised 
by  parents  of  children  with  handicapping  conditions,  and  that  the  suggest- 
ions for  home  and  school  management  prove  to  be  useful. 

We  have  included  sections  describing  the  Resource  Room  Program,  the 
functions  of  the  School  Based  Support  Team  (SBST)  and  the  Committee  on  the 
Handicapped  (COH)  and  parent/teacher  responsibilities  for  preparation  and 
implementation  of  the  IEP.   As  a  supplement,  we  have  added  a  comprehensive 
directory  of  services  for  students  in  special  education.   These  listings 
are  arranged  both  alphabetically  and  by  needs  and  services. 

We  view  this  booklet  as  an  ongoing  project  which  should  reflect  the 
ideas  and  meet  the  needs  of  the  parents  for  whom  it  is  intended.   We  invite

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CHILDREN  WITH  MILDLY  HANDICAPPING  CONDITIONS 

Parents  of  children  who  are  not  succeeding  in  school  often  rely  on  the 
popular  press  for  help  in  identifying  the  causes  for  this  lack  of  success 
and  in  finding  ways  to  correct  the  situation.   Through  radio,  television, 
books  and  magazines,  parents  are  exposed  to  many  terms  and  descriptions  of 
behaviors  designed  to  help  them  determine  whether  or  not  their  child  is 
making  appropriate  progress  for  his/her  developmental  stage.   A  three  year 
old  child  may  not  be  able  to  sit  still,  tie  shoelaces  or  read  and  write, 
but  that  is  not  a  problem.   Three  year  olds  are  not  expected  to  do  these 
things.   However,  when  a  child  reaches  the  2nd  or  3rd  grade  and  is  still 
unable  to  sustain  attention  for  10  or  15  minutes,  tie  shoelaces,  or  read 
and  write  to  age  expectancy,  these  behaviors  may  be  indicators  of  a  mildly 
handicapping  condition.   No  single  list  of  characteristics  can  include  the 
wide  range  of  behaviors  associated  with  mildly  handicapping  conditions. 
The  terminology  used  in  this  booklet  reflects  the  efforts  of  the  schools  to 
minimize  reliance  on  categories  and  labels. 

Mildly  handicapped  children  may  display  a  wide  range  of  disabilities 
or  be  unable  to  achieve  in  one  particular  learning  area.   Often  such  children 
display  a  specific  disability  in  one  aspect  of  the  school  curriculum  while 
maintaining  grade  level  performance  in  other  activities.   The  actual  achieve- 
ment of  these  youngsters  in  reading,  math  and  other  academic  areas  may  be 
lower  than  their  expected  performance  or  potential. 

Accomplishments  which  are  simple  for  some  students  may  be  difficult  for 
the  child  with  learning  problems.   Program  modifications  and  specialized 
techniques  may  be  necessary.   Often  these  youngsters  require  special  teaching 
techniques  in  order  to  attain  the  skills  more  easily  acquired  by  other  students 
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Many  children  experience  emotional  and/or  social  problems  as  a  result 
of  these  academic  difficulties,  and  feel  frustrated  and  disappointed  about 
their  inability  to  achieve.   They  are  aware  that  their  friends  and  class- 
mates do  not  encounter  the  same  difficulties  they  face.   Frequently,  they 
are  exposed  to  criticism,  ridicule,  rejection,  and  social  isolation. 

It  is  important  for  these  children  to  receive  support  and  understanding. 
They  should  be  encouraged  in  their  efforts  and  helped  to  recognize,  accept 
and  remediate  their  specific  disabilities.   With  the  introduction  of  special- 
ized techniques  and  materials  students  may  begin  to  acquire  academic,  social 
and  emotional  skills  needed  for  fuller  participation  in  the  mainstream. 

Children  who  are  not  succeeding  in  school  may  appear  to  be  restless, 
and  have  frequent  shifts  in  moods.   Their  behaviors  may  range  from  explosive 
outbursts  to  excessive  shyness  and  withdrawal.   They  may  be  described  by 
others  as  being  immature,  nervous,  distractible  or  impulsive.   Frequently, 
the  social  pressure  these  students  are  exposed  to  serves  to  intensify  their 
negative  feelings  and  leads  to  increased  conflict  and  disruptive  situations. 

WHAT  THE  PARENT  CAN  DO 

Parents  who  observe  these  or  similar  signs  in  their  youngsters  should 
arrange  for  a  complete  pediatric  examination,  including  vision  and  hearing 
tests.   If  it  is  determined  that  these  difficulties  do  not  stem  from  physical 
impairment,  such  as  vision  or  hearing  loss,  parents  should  turn  to  the  school, 
By  all  means,  talk  to  the  teacher  and  set  up  an  appointment  with  the  princi- 
pal and  guidance  counselor.   Sometimes  a  change  of  seat,  special  tutoring, 
or  separation  from  a  distracting  classmate  can  alter  a  child's  performance. 
If  these  steps  do  not  bring  about  the  hoped-for  changes  and  your  child's 
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learning  difficulties  continue,  you,  in  conjunction  with  the  principal,  may 
request  further  evaluation  and  recommendations  from  the  School  Based  Support 
Team  (SBST) . 

WHAT  THE  SCHOOL  CAN  DO 

All  children  with  special  problems  are  entitled  to  a  public  education 
that  meets  their  needs.   In  compliance  with  Public  Law  94-142,  The  Education 
of  All  Handicapped  Children  Act,  Student  Support  Services,  Resource  Rooms, 
and  self-contained  special  education  classes  have  been  established  by  the 
Division  of  Special  Education  for  children  who  have  difficulty  in  listening, 
thinking,  reading,  writing,  spelling,  and  arithmetic  on  a  level  appropriate 
to  their  age  and  grade. 

School  Based  Support  Team  (SBST) /Committee  on  the  Handicapped  (COH) 

The  SBST  is  a  multi-disciplinary  team  composed  of  a  social  worker, 
psychologist,  educational  evaluator ,  principal  and  additional  school  staff 
as  needed,  which  provides  a  wide  range  of  services  to  all  school  children 
in  either  regular  or  special  education  classes.   A  parent,  child,  teacher 
or  other  school  personnel  may  request  their  services. 

At  the  earliest  stage  of  involvement,  (Consultation)  the  SBST  will 
gather  information  through  observations  of  the  classroom  situation,  review 
records  and  reports  to  obtain  a  broad  perspective  on  the  problem,  and  may 
suggest  some  changes  in  classroom  organization  or  curriculum.   If  further 
assessment  is  necessary  the  parent's  written  permission  is  required.   A 
member  of  the  Team  will  consult  with  parents  and  school  staff  and  will  assess 
the  child's  education  needs  in  order  to  provide  an  educational  plan.   The 
team  may  make  recommendations  such  as  behavior  management  techniques  for 
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teachers  and  parents,  services  by  outside  agencies,  short  term  direct  treat- 
ment by  the  psychologist  or  social  worker,  or  find  that  further  assessment 
is  needed. 

If  the  student's  needs  cannot  be  met  at  the  informal  level,  written 
parental  consent  is  required  for  further  assessment  (Formal  Assessment) . 
At  this  level  a  social  worker  will  interview  the  parent  for  a  family  social 
history  and  formal  psychological  and  educational  tests  will  be  administered. 
As  a  result  of  formal  assessment,  the  Team  may  conclude  that  there  is  no 
handicapping  condition  and  the  student  will  remain  in  the  regular  classroom, 
with  or  without  support  services;  they  may  find  the  student  to  have  a  mildly 
handicapping  condition  and  recommend  a  Resource  Room  with  or  without  related 
services;  or  may  find  that  the  student  requires  a  self-contained  program 
with  or  without  related  services,  for  which  a  COH  review  will  be  required. 
If  the  student  is  found  to  be  handicapped,  an  IEP  (Individualized  Education 
Plan)  will  be  developed,  with  the  parent,  at  the  formal  assessment  conference. 

The  local  COH,  as  mandated  by  law,  is  a  group  of  people  who  meet  re- 
gularly to  make  recommendations  to  parents  and  the  Board  of  Education  re- 
garding the  education  of  handicapped  students.   When  placement  recommen- 
dations are  made,  you  as  the  parent  or  guardian,  are  entitled  to  due  process 
under  the  law.   This  provides  you  with  the  right  to: 

-  receive  notice  in  writing  about  any  action  that  may  change  your 
child's  school  program; 

-  give  or  withhold  permission  for  your  child  to  be  tested; 

-  give  or  withhold  permission  for  placement  in  a  specific  program; 

-  examine  all  school  records  related  to  your  child  and  request  that 
any  inaccurate  or  misleading  items  be  removed  from  your  child's 
file; 

-  request  a  due  process  hearing  before  an  impartial  hearing  officer, 
if  you  do  not  agree  with  the  recommendations  made  at  any  point 
along  the  line; 
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-  appeal  the  results  of  the  impartial  hearing  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Education  should  you  fail  to  win  your  case. 

Resource  Rooms 

In  New  York  City,  Resource  Rooms  are  an  innovative  approach  to  special 
education  which  have  been  established  in  all  public  schools.   The  Resource 
Room  Program  is  designed  to  merge  regular  education  with  special  education 
and  to  meet  the  needs  of  mildly  handicapped  children  who  can  be  maintained 
in  the  mainstream  for  at  least  50%  of  the  school  day.   The  resource  room 
teachers,  who  hold  special  education  certification,  identify  each  child's 
strengths  and  weaknesses,  assess  progress,  determine  goals,  and  establish  be- 
havioral objectives  that  will  lead  to  improved  performance.   They  consult 
with  the  regular  classroom  teachers  to  plan  individual  programs  intended  to 
support  each  child  in  his/her  regular  class,  and  use  a  variety  of  innovative 
and  alternative  teaching  approaches  to  help  children  overcome  the  specific 
learning  problems  that  have  been  identified.   In  addition,  students  certified 
for  a  resource  room  may  also  be  recommended  by  the  SBST  for  related  services 
such  as  speech  or  language  therapy  or  counseling. 

The  Resource  Room  Program  is  continuous  from  elementary  through  secon- 
dary school,  if  needed.   In  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools,  the  program 
reflects  the  departmental  approach  of  secondary  schools.   Specialized 
methods  and  materials  are  used  to  remediate  specific  deficits,  supplement 
regular  class  instruction  through  program  modification  and  alternative 
techniques,  and  help  students  develop  and  master  skills  and  concepts  needed 
for  basic  competencies  and  mainstreaming . 

To  be  recommended  for  Resource  Room  placement,  children  must  be  cer- 
tified as  mildly  handicapped.   It  is  important  to  understand  that  certifi- 
cation as  "mildly  handicapped"  does  not  indicate  a  serious  handicapping 
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condition.   It  simply  identifies  your  child  as  a  pupil  who  requires  special 
services  which  are  provided  in  New  York  City  Public  Schools  through  the 
Division  of  Special  Education.   When  it  is  determined  that  your  child  no 
longer  needs  the  services  of  the  resource  room  and  can  return  full  time  to 
the  regular  classroom,  decertification  will  take  place.   It  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  SBST  or  local  COH  to  explain  the  decertification  pro- 
cedures to  parents  and  guardians. 

The  Individualized  Education  Program  (IEP) 

To  comply  with  Public  Law  94-142,  an  IEP  must  be  prepared  for  each 
child  certified  as  handicapped.   The  IEP  process  starts  at  the  SBST  or  COH 
conference  and  reflects  the  results  of  the  assessment  and  evaluation.   It 
contains  recommendations  for  support  or  related  services  and  lists  modifi- 
cations for  formal  city  or  state-wide  testing. 

Then  it  is  forwarded  to  the  special  education  teacher  to  serve  as  the 
basis  for  planning  an  individual  program  for  each  new  student.   Within  30 
days  after  placement  in  a  special  education  program,  you,  the  parent  or 
guardian,  will  be  invited  to  participate  in  an  IEP  conference  for  planning 
your  child's  program.   The  IEP  is  a  tool  for  clearly  identifying  academic 
and  social  objectives  for  the  student,  the  means  of  reaching  these  objec- 
tives and  assessing  progress.   An  interpreter  or  advocate  may  accompany 
the  parent  to  this  conference  when  requested.   During  this  conference,  and 
in  future  up-date  and  re-evaluation  conferences  the  teacher  will  report  to 
you  on  your  child's  progress  in  school.   It  is  important  for  you  to  con- 
tribute to  these  meetings  by  raising  questions  about  any  aspect  of  the 
program  that  is  unclear  to  you  and  sharing  your  views  and  expectations  for 
your  child.   Together,  you  and  the  teacher  should  establish  the  long  and 
short  term  goals  based  upon  your  mutual  observations  and  understandings  of 


your  child's  strengths  and  weaknesses.   When  the  IEP  is  completed  and  signed 
by  the  participants,  you  will  receive  a  copy  for  your  records. 

WORKING  WITH  YOUR  CHILD  AT  HOME 

In  addition  to  the  school's  efforts  to  improve  the  achievement  of 
children  with  handicapping  conditions,  the  role  of  the  parents  should  also 
be  considered.   No  matter  how  effective  the  school  program  may  be,  you  as 
parents,  exert  the  greatest  impact  upon  your  child.   By  showing  your  love 
and  emotional  support,  encouraging  independence,  and  providing  opportunities 
for  experiences  in  the  wider  community,  you  and  the  school  can  work  together 
to  help  your  child  develop  to  his/her  fullest  capacity.   Homes  vary  widely 
as  to  family  members  and  living  styles,  but  we  offer  some  simple  suggestions 
that  can  be  adapted  to  most  households: 

-  Set  aside  some  time  each  day  to  spend  with  your  child.   Many 
parents  find  it  best  to  devote  a  few  minutes  before  bed  or 
nap  time  to  share  a  book  or  record  or  play  a  quiet  game. 

-  Provide  positive  reinforcement  by  commending  acceptable  behaviors. 
Don't  overlook  the  things  a  child  does  well  and  focus  attention 

on  his/her  misbehavior.   This  is  important  in  helping  to  build 
a  positive  self-image. 

-  Be  consistent  in  your  expectations.   On  one  hand,  don't  consider 
your  child  incapable  of  simple  tasks,  while  on  the  other  hand 
expecting  performance  beyond  his  ability  in  other  areas. 

-  Establish  routines  wherever  possible.   As  child  performs  tasks 
in  the  same  order  day  after  day  with  your  help  at  first,  he  can 
eventually  undertake  the  same  tasks  independently  (e.g.,  morning 
routines  of  dressing,  brushing  teeth,  collecting  belongings  for 
school) . 

-  Schedule  activities  for  approximately  the  same  time  each  day 
(e.g.,  dinner  6-7  p.m.,  homework  7-8  p.m.,  bedtime  9  p.m.). 
This  encourages  a  sense  of  order  and  predictability  for  children 
with  handicapping  conditions. 

-  Set  aside  an  area  in  your  home  where  your  child  can  have  a  shelf 
and  writing  area  to  call  his  own.  Labeling  each  shelf  or  drawer 
can  help  a  child  keep  his/her  belongings  in  order. 


-  Provide  a  bulletin  board  listing  after  school  activities. 
Expect  your  child  to  refer  to  this  each  day  and  contribute 
to  planning  his/her  own  schedule. 

-  Expect  your  child  to  perform  household  chores  (e.g.,  taking  out 
garbage,  setting  table,  walking  the  dog) . 

-  Offer  assistance  with  homework  when  needed,  but  clearly  expect 
your  child  to  do  it  him/herself. 

-  Provide  a  wholesome,  well  rounded  diet,  that  is  low  in  sweets. 
Nutritive  snacks  (nuts  and  fruits)  are  better  choices  than  candy, 

-  Include  your  child  in  family  visits  and  trips  both  in  and  out 
of  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

-  Arrange  excursions  to  new  and  interesting  places  (e.g.,  park, 
museum,  library,  zoo,  etc.),  and  include  your  child  in  the 
planning  and  decision  making.   Offer  some  choices  and  allow 
him/her  to  give  a  preference  (e.g.,  the  zoo  or  museum,  peanut 
butter  or  tuna  fish  for  the  picnic  lunch)  . 

-  Introduce  your  child  to  the  local  public  library  and  help  him/ 
her  get  a  library  card.   Encourage  regular  visits  and  selection 
of  books  even  if  your  child  is  unable  to  read  independently. 
Handling  books,  enjoying  illustrations,  and  listening  to  stories 
read  aloud,  are  excellent  aids  to  learning  to  read.   Through 
exposure  to  books,  children  learn  a  great  deal  about  themselves, 
about  others,  and  about  the  world  around  them. 

These  suggestions  are  offered  for  you  to  try  if  they  are  comfortable 

for  you.   Remember  that  parents  as  well  as  children  are  individuals,  and 

you  must  be  yourself.   If  our  suggestions  don't  work  for  you  and  you  have 

found  other  approaches  to  be  more  effective,  please  share  them  with  us  by 

getting  in  touch  with  our  office  (see  INTRODUCTION) .

Part  I  -  is  an  alphabetical  listing  of  agencies  in  each  borough  which 
provide  services.   They  are  arranged  by  category.
